Alkakt, Cot. '.'8.— Qcneral Palmsr, 
eommander-in-ohtef of the Orand 

Army, wns asked by a United Press re- 
]xirter whether he had issued an order 
against (irand Army men jjarailing in 
processions where Confederate flags 
were carried. He said: 

"I have not as yet issued an order 
forbidding the poets of the Grand Army 
0t the Republic to march in processions 
with organizations therein carry ing the 
rebel flag. After careful consideration 
and meditation conoemintr the matter, 
which has arotised interest in many 
poett of the Qraad Army, I have decided 
not to issue any order to that effect as 

Set, but I will 'Jo so immediately after 
le ooming election. If I issued the 
order now, parties would claim tbnt it 
was a campaign issne and the order was 
issued for that purpose. There are Dem- 
ocratic members of the Grand Army 
who afe Jost as much Incensed over the 
matter as Republican members, and I 
think that it is a shame that any mem- 
ber of the Grand Array of the 
Republic woidd parade under that 
nhel Hag which we gave four of the beet 
years of onr life to wipe out of existence, 
and which we did. What we desire is 
to imprint upon the minds of the rising 
generation that the only flag is the stars 
and stripes, and that no other flag should 
be recoirnized whatever. When the war 
wa^ ended all that we did was to send 
them back to their homes, sayirft; to 
them: 'If you are loyal to the stars ar I 
stripes, there will be a fraternity among 
us.* They smmed to be loyal, and we 
have consented to a fraternity. 

"We do not object to their erecting 
monuments to their brave generals or 
men, for herc^s are heroes and nothing 
else can be made out of them. They fell 
fighting for a lost cause, which they 
helped to sustain, but failed. We alisb 
do not object to their building hospitals 
for their wounded, crippled, and sick, 
for they deserve all the care they can 
get. But we do object to have the rebel 
flag \of the Confederacy flying in a 
a country which has fought against, and 
defeats it, and more so against the 
Grand Army who fought so nobly to pull 
it down, to parade under it. 

"Why, it is similar, if not as bad or 
worse than a band of anarchists parad- 
iag throtigb the streets with a red flag 
flying. We do not care for the genera- 
tion which is going out of existence, for 
we have shown them, by fighting, that 
the United States flag is the only flag, 
but we do care for the rising generation. 
They should know of hot one • and 
tha»oaa t he stars and sWpsa.* .

The [Kjor weavers 
of ti.e town siiw all their propsrty di.sap- 
pear. The wind carried the flames in o 
an adjc)ininLr wood, where the tire grad- 
ually lost itr fury and died out. More 
than 8,000 people are homeless.

A new process for producing sugar 
from sorghum juice has been discovered, 
the merits of which are being tested by 
the axperl* of Um Ifatiqnal Department 
of Agiie«At«m. HMM ttr it has been 
foond that about 200 pounds of sugar can 
be obtained by this process from a ton of 
cane, and that the peooliar sorghum fla- 
vor, to which many object, is entirely re- 
moved from it These result* are ob- 
tained by treating the syrap with aloohol, 
the latter being recovere<l by distillution 
when the process is complete without 
material loss. In the ose of five barrels 
of alcohol in oiv oxpi'riment, all but 
about one quart of alcohol was recovered. 
This sugar is nearly white and is strong, 
to the extent of iM) dugroee in saccharine 
qaalities. The aggregate sorgh u in molas- 
las prodoet in the Month amounted at 
one time to several uiiUion gallons, and 
the acrea^ of this annual cane crop is 
still large, but should the . experiments 
hi progreesprove thatsugarof high grada 
can be asads from sorghum at a profit in 
these days of low prices, an impetus will 
be given to the cultivation of sorgbam 
cane, and another indastry will bo added 
to tiie many new ones that are diversify- 
ing the manafsotores of the Houth.— 
tdinit^eimen' E acwd.

EDISON S LIlTBST. 



Bis Hew Sjntem of BooMa Ball-

"iPhe poislblitleti oif eteetrictty, espjs- 
dally with such a mind (18 that of Thomas 
A. Edison to develop them, seem to be 
practically limitless ** says ttie Troy Ftass. 
" He has just practically perfected an in- 
vention which promises to crowd the 
trolley system of opssatiat ahwlrie nil- 
way lines out of existence. 

"Thegeneral principle of the invention 
is that the electric current passes down 
through one line df rail, is picked up by 
the car, passes through the motor b^ 
neath it, and goes out on the other side 
and returns through the other line of 
nfls to the central power station. 

"At the first thought the bare idea of 
thia is paradoxical. The question will 
natorally ocenr why the electric current 
does not dissipate itself in the ground. 
To this no positive reason can be assigned 
exoept the bare statement that it does 
not. In general terms, the effect is ac- 
complished by having the curc(!nt one of 
low voltage or pressure. It is a well set- 
tled principle of electrical research that 
the higher the voltage the greater must 
be the insulation, and that the lower the 
voltage the less need of insulation. Mr. 
Edison's experiments have all been in 
this direction— that i i to say, in the en- 
deavor to construct a motor, sufficiently 
powerful to do the work, in which the 
V()lta<;e wasrsdoced to so low a jtointtliat 
tlte natural tendency of the electric cur- 
rent to fly off to the groond and be dissi- 
pated would bo overcome, and the passage 
through the motor to tlie oppo:jite rail 
woold be easier for the current than to 
pass through the ground to the central 
station. 

"l%eplan of having a central rail for 
the return current was exiterimented on 
for a long time, but when the motor had 

been perfected so that it would work 
efTiciently Mr. Edison found that he coald 
dis]»ense with the central rail and retom 
the current directly to the station thtoogh 
the. opposite rail. 

** Thb experiments were conducted at 
the great laboratory at West Orange. 
Here an experimental track, nearly a 
quarter of a mile long, waa constructed. 
It presented all the various kinds of 
difficulties that actual use would encoun- 
ter. A part of it was laid on a very heavy 
grade of nearly 300 feet to the mile ; there 
are several sharp curves in the road, and 
a portion of it runs through a sunken spot 
where the track could be flooded with 
water or covered with mud. In this way 
all the varying conditions ci actual use 
are provided. 

** The experiments have now been fully 
completed and the invention jiasses out 
of the first experimental stage into the 
second stage, its adaptation to practical 
work. The experiments have been made 
by Mr. iiklison for the Edison General 
Electric Company, and. until Mr. Edison 
has tnnied the invention over to that 
company for actual work, the minute de- 
tails of the invention are of necessity 
withheld from the public. Enough, how- 
ever, has been said to show the character 
of the invention. The voltoge of the cur- 
rent emploved will be, as has been said, 
Tjry low, less than 100, while the aver- 
age voltage of the overhead system is in 
excess of 500. From this it will be seen 
how great a revolution the new invention 
will effect in the whole matter of electric 
traction. Several prominent horse tail- 
road systems haveoflbred their lines to 
the Edison General EU'ctric Company for 
the introduction of the invention, and it 
is probabia that a selectiOB, will be made 
in the near future and arrangements made 
to put the first practical experimental 
line in oparatkm. 

"The most remarkable feature of the 
invention is in the " pick-ups " that take 
the current from one line of rails. A 
novel and ingenious mechanism has been 
80 arranged that it will work with peiiect 
certainty and effec^t through six inches of 
mud or slush or water."

She may go so 
far as to employ assistants in marketing 
and ahopping, whoae work ahe ia able to 
e r eteee witb intelUgenoe. GDie is paid 
for this work on even a better scale than 
a visiting governness, and if she is an 
able, efficient woman in t.h« itema of in- 
specting stores and fumiahinx food at 
down town prices, she cai iMM^ save a 
family half her liberal reiMmeration. 

The institntion of Soeb a vocation is 
a great relief to many overburdened or 
ill or incapable housewives, and presents 
an excellent and lucrative field to women 
of efficiency and refinement. It is a 
place such as an elder sister might take, 
and such indeed as many elder and on- 
married sisters do take f or no i«mttttiiiii> 
tion beyond "love and aflpoMop.^-*»|law 
York Tribune.
